in proposed cuts. 'J:' i ' 

"This is really a great 
committee," said 
Superintendent John -Hunt. 
"The board won't have . an 
easy task, but tliis makes it 
almost do-able." 

The board will review the 
proposal over tlie next month 
and make final decisions 
about what stays and what 
goes at the Feb. 17 iheeting to 
be held at Hillcrest 
Elementary at 6:30 p.m. 

It's . likely that the board 
will approve the two pro- 
posed revenue enhance- 
ments. ■ 

The first would increase 
the cost of school lunches by 
$.10 to o^set what the district - 
subsidizes In terms of clean-- 



Ing and custodial costs. The 
second Is to increase registra- 
tion fees by $25. 

"We wouldn't be out of 
line with what other disuicts 
are doing If we Increase these 
costs," said Hunt. "It's some- 
thing we have , to consider 

along with the proposed 
cuts." 

If all of the proposed cuts 
were to be approved, the dis- 
trict's offerings would be 
below the level of 1989 when 
the last Educational Fund 
Referendum was approved. 
Willie the. board will have to 
make final decisions, much of 
;what':has been proposed 
' wbiild have to be approved to 
meet the goal of cutting $2 
million from the budget. 

The committee has pro- 
posed cutting all of the 
"exploratories" offered at the 
Antioch Upper Grade School 
(AUGS), eliminating 10 
teaching positions. 
Exploratories include art, for- 
eign language, band, choir, 
journalism, tech ed, con- 
sumer ed, computer ed, 
drama, study skills and the 
gifted program. 

Sports, sports transporta- 
tion and all •extfacurricular 
activities have been proposed 
for cut at all levels.

the life-threatening heart disease. 

The grief over the loss of her son has 
only made Colleen push harder to achieve 
her goalof making Automatic Extemal 
Defibrlllatprs available at schools, business- 
es, churches— wherever there is a need. 

"There is a need everywhere right 
now," Colleen said. "I want to open people's 
eyes to see the need that is out tliere in the 
community for tiiese." 

Defibrillators administer electrical jolts 
that can revive victims of sudden cardiac 
arrest.They can also restore Uie heart's nat- 
,ural beating pattern when there'ls an irreg- 
ular heartbeat. 

After Adam's death on Jan. 17. 2002. tiie 
Kausaks established tiie Adam J. Kausak - 
Menibll^ Euiid with the Intent of raising 
awareness of heart conditions and money 
for defibrillator donations. 

The Kausaks are hosting a fund-raiser, 
ADAMS (Automatic Defibrillators Allow 
More Siirvival) Night, on Feb. 7 at the 

Country. Squire Restaurant in Graysiake. 

The family hopes to raise $20,000, 
which would be spent on purchasing 
denbrillators to donate throughout the 

county. • 

"If there's a child in school who needs 
one, we'll donate them," Colleen said. 

Some heart conditions, such as Long QT, 

show few ^mptoms. Before Adam's death, 
•he had a seizure but showed no other symp- 
toms, Colleen said. He was diagnosed witii 
Long QT Syndrome, a genetic disorder tiiat

Round Lake Heights resident Beth 
Weier discovered four years ago she and 
her son Doug, how 13, have Long QT 
Syndrome. After Doiig said he was dizzy 
during sports, Betii took him to a doctor 
who diagnosed both of tHem. Other than 
Doug's dizziness, neither showed sympr 
. toms. • 

"I had it for all these years too and did- 
n't even know It,*! Beth said. , 

Beth; a chaliperson for the benefit/^ 
said nibre defibrillatpis need to be'distrib- 
uted throughout the 'county. Her son Doug 
attends school in Lake Villa District 41, 
which owns 11 defibrillators, but Beth sold 
she would like to raise money to donate 
defibrillators to schools that do not have 
them. Defibriilatdrs cost aroiind $3,000 
each, she said. • .

At the elementary (lower grade) level, the 
committee has proposed cutting the gifted 
programs as music and choir, physical educa- 
tion teachers and the art coordinator. 

A 33-'10 percent reduction in custodial 
care has been recommended. 

Hunt said, "Wliat this really means is that 
there won't be any night custodianSi and 
tliereforc there won't be any access to the 
buildings after the school day has ended." 

There could be a cut back In the amount 
of services provided by social workers. The 
number of school nurses wilt be reduced, 
causing the district's schools to share nurses. 

Library aides could be eliminated. 
Fourth- and fiflh-graders could lose their sci- 
ence labs and band. 

Administrators may have their salaries 
frozen, and one of three assistant principal 
positions could be eliminated. * 

Other proposed cuts include the follow- 
ing: one maintenance position, one central 
office clerical position, one tcclmical posi- 
tion, one reading teacher at AUGS, the 
kindergarten "skill builders" program, the two 
full-day kindergarten pilots, police liaison 



ofnccr and one supervisory aide from both 
AUGS and Hlllcrcst. 

Additionally Hunt said it's possible the 
district may not be able to loolc forward to 
future building and work with architects, that 
teacher training may be reduced, conferences 
for school board members may be eliminated 
and the district may lose its insurance advi- 
sor. 

"We're worried about class size/' he said. 
"If the referendum does not pass arid teach- 
ers have to be eliminated, we're looking at 
starting (beginning of school year) class sizes 
of 25 for kindergartners and first-graders, and 
30 for grades two through five." 

Hunt said he sees this as a big problem 
with the expected growth in the district, and ' 
added that the district has added 10' hew stu- 
dents injMpast month. 
■7|^^miSMll be some pretty dire conse- 
quencS'iiftnis doesn't pass," he said. "Beyond 
tills $2 million in cuts, the board will be faced 
with making an additional $1.4 million in cuts 
for the following year." 

District 34 is seeking a $.65 increase from 
its current taxation rate of $2,081 to $2.73.

Coles, naUonal accoimt manager 
for Broadwing Communications, 
spearheaded eflbrts to irdise money 
for die Lake Villa Baseball Park on 
Grass Lake Road. The complex of four 
ball fields and a concession stand was 
built witliout creating debt and widi- 
out tax money. 

Tlie complex was a 2002 winner 
of die Illinois Hometown Governor's 
Award, placing first in its category 
and second overall.

The department of public works 
maintains the parks, tot lots and 
beaches.

Smoke, choppers create worry

Wliilc it WHS tnic thai where there was 
smoke, there was fire, tlicrewcre no explosions 
and no buniing-down landmarks, despite llie 
presence of several news helicopters tliat came 
to investigate the smoke on Monday aftcr- 
noon. 

The Antioch Fire Department's informa- 
tion ofTiccn Lt. Chris Uenhardt, said lie had to 
field many calls, including several from those 
vacationing out of state, to set minds at ease 
that Blarney's Island had not burned down and 
that there had not been any explosions. 

He said tlierc was a slough fire in the area 
of Route 173 and Lake Avenue, east of Chain- 
0-Lakes Slate Park, on Monday, Jan. 19, lliat 
burned for about tlirce hours in the afternoon 
but tliai the only real drama was thai iliere 
were news helicopters drawn to the smoke. 

"We were called to the area and the DNR 
(Deparlmenl of Natural Resources) was there 



and we delcrniined that there were no build- 
ings or people or aiiylhing else that was in dan- 
ger in the slough, and that the best course of 
action was just to let the fire bum itself out," 
Uenhardt said, ''it was a very clear day, and tlic 
smoke could be seen for many miles. Because 
of that, there were news helicopters flying 
overhead." 

Uenhardt said the initial call came in at 
2:56 p.m., with additional calls coming in to 
report that Blarney Island was on fire, 

"Depending on where you were located, il 
could look like the smoke was coming from the 
island," he said. "At 6 p.m. we sent crews in 
with brooms to beat down the remaining fire 
and we used our sbc-wheeler with a small tank 
to flush everything out (in tiie slough fire)." 

Uenhardt said Fox Lake sent tlie Quad II 
airboat to the area to circle the island just as a 
precaution. 

He added that cverylliing went as smooth- 
ly as possible. The cause of the firc is under 
investigation.

Imagine picking up your morning newspaper and instead of seeing a photograph of a football 
player catdiing a ^uui^you observe the play from start to flnish. 

And hdw^^ufi^ljlngyour^^^ 
Qiannel ri^ igyo^reflecdoh aii^^ reading your blood pressure above your head? 

This miglhtwuha futuristic, but both teclinologies could begin entering everyday life in the next 
few years. Res^Schers^ perfecting a medium known as electronic paper, or e-paper, whlcli resem- 
bles a computer screen on a surface as thin and fiexible as a sheet of paper. Engineers also are work- 
ing on tlie concept of Mirror TV, an interactive video display embeddccl into a typical wall mirror. 

A number of companies around the world are developing variations of e-paper, a technology 
allowing single pages or endre books to change text and imagery and even display full-color movies. 
Tlie process uses small dots arranged in rows tliat transfomi in a split second. 



E-paper technology.produces/' 
text with a resolution of 600 
dots per Inch, cornjjared to 
200 dpi for newspapers and 
300 dpi for magazines. 
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The applications are unlimited, says. Darren 
Bischoir, a spokesman for H-Ink Cotp.fi'aijxmpany in 
Cambridge, Mass., planning to market (^pa[^r,in the next 
year. E-Ink Is working with Royal Ptiillps Elcctibriics, llie 
Netlieriands-based electronics giant. 

"Tlie ultimate vision is the idea of a tliin, flexible 
sheet that oin receive wireless content." Bischoffsays by 
telephone. "You am imagine putting this technology in a 
variety of hand-held devices or even credit cards." 

E-paper isn't really paper but a plastic wafer 
embedded witli tiny elecuonic sensors that displace dots 
of color. Tills process, known as clectrowclting, rapidly 
controls the way Hulds move on a micrometer scale. 

Electrowettihg : ; manipulates colored pbtels 
thiou^'asIigKt vol creates a tension between 

a small amount of water and oU within tJie pixel. As a 
result, one displaces the otlier, creating ciUier a transpar- 
ent dot that reflects a white background br a colored dot 
Uiat covers the background. 

• v,:^?'^TTie technique can be used to make color imagery 
and bia&ahd-whitc text, with a resolution of 600 dots per 
inch, or dpi. Newspapers are printed at 200 dpi, and mag- 
azine resolution traditionally is 300 dpi. 

The surface of e-paper is four times brigliter than 
a typical liquid crystal display and can be rolled and twist- 
ed — and still display images. A rolled sheet can fit into a 
small tube and be slipped into a coat pocket. 

E-paper requires less tlian a tenth of Uic power of 
a cell phone and can mn off a tiny watch battery or tap 
into a cell-phone battery. A source of electricity is needed

J^^yT^ Tlie technology's relatively low power require- 
ments are what make it so appealing, says Alfred Poor, the 

president of V^orking Papers.

As Good and-better news for you. Tliougli 
the season for fresh pomegranates only nins 
through Dccemberf this year's crop will be an 
estimated 20 percent larger than normal, 
according to California pdmegnmate growers. 
To avoid taking a batli in pomegranate juice, 
use the "water bath" method of getting into a 
pomegranate. First, score the peel of ilie pome- 
granate. Submerge it in a bowl of water and 
gently break it apart under water. This will free 
die jewel-red arils, commonly called seeds, 
which will float to the bottom. The yellow 
membrane,'^hiSi:is^veiy bitter and holds the 
arils, will float to "the top. Discard the mem- 
brane and pour the arils and liquid througli a 
sieve or fine colander. Set the arils aside. 

To store arils for later use, place.them in an 
airtight coh jgine r^and^either.re or 
freeze.

Some theatrical works remain evergreen for 
decades - or generations.

Even if we are not conscious of it, physical prin- 
ciples underlie our appreciation of music lliis 
lecture reviews'- the development of Western 
music, up to die introduction of die blues and 
jazz. J. Murry Gibson will use live musical exam- 
ples to illustrate Uic physics behind musiail 
scales and harmonic relaUonships, wliidi arc 
the palette with wliidi musicians create. He will 
also reveal how die physics of music can give 
insights in to odier areas of science such as quan- 
tum mechanics and die molecular basis of life. . 

Gibson, a noted expert on microscopy and 
innovative electron diiTracdon tecliniques in Uie 
study of materials, was named associate laljora- 
tory director for tlie Advanced Photon Source 
(APS) at Argonne Nadonal Laboratory in 2001.

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EDITORIALS 

Coimty recognizes 
demographic realities 

Nearly 40 years ago, a movement took hold to relocate the 
Lake County Courthouse from its downtown Waukegan 
location of more than a 100 years to a more central 
place. TTie location drive was driven by two recognized 

realties: the Civil War era county building had to be replaced and a 
drastic shift in population was taking place diat called for conve- 
nience and recognition of west Lake County growUi and develop- 
mcnt. 

Not so surprisingly, powerful political forces were organized to 
"Save the Courthouse" for Waukegan. Business leaders in the coun- 
ty seat found it "unthinkable" that tlie scat of county government 
could be relocated. They rallied support for the late Waukegan 
Township Supervisor August Cepon to put down an uprising of 
upstart County Board representatives who found a spot on 
Belvidere itoad, west of what was to become Likehurst Shopping 

Mall, to their liking. 

With adroit political maneuvering, Cepon convinced township 
supervisors, who at that time constituted the County Board, Uiat it 
was in Uieir best interests politically and the best interests of Lake 
County as whole, to keep the county building at County and Ulica 
Sts. The decision to build a new courthouse in downtown 
Waukegan was decided by a vote of the County Board members 

and never submitted to die voters. 

Ironically, ever since 1950s era County Board political leaders 
chose downtown Waukegan, their successors have steadily recog- 
nized the fact diat it's good government, good politics and conve- 
nient to locate more services where the people of Lake County work 
and live. 

The new South Branch Circuit Court in Mundelein, opened Jan. 
5, is testament to that wisdom. A similar facility, catering to han- 
dling mostly traffic offenses, will be built in Round Lake Beach to 
serve central and west county residents. As Chief ludgc Margaret 
MuUcn and Circuit Court Clerk SuUy Coffell stressed in remarks at a 
ribbon cutting ceremony, the conveniently located facility for south 
county residents "shows respect" for citizens and taxpayers. 
Indeed. 

In the intervening years, while the downtown Waukegan 

location for courUy government, courts and law enforcement 

facilities was establislicd and later exi)anded, the direction of 

linking services with users has been unstinting and unmistakable. 

Undoubtedly there will continue to be more brick and mortar 

evidence of "out county" building as population hits and exceeds 
700,000. 

That is as it siiould be.

Dear F.D., 

Aren't kids cruel somedmes? I know 
that what you are going through as her 
modier watching this happen is equally as 
hard if not harder than what she is going 
through.
